More Rails for the

Ottawa, Aug. 20.—Tenders for steel 
rails have been accepted by the governe 
ment from the Dominion Company of 
Sydney and the Algoma Steel Company 
ofthe S00. The price of the Algoma 
company’s rails, which is given free on 
board at Fort William, is about $34 a 
ton. The Sydney Company undertakes 
to deliver its rails at Quebec for about 
fifty centsaton less. The tenders of 
the two Canadian companies when the 
duty is taken into consideration were 
much less than the prices quoted by the 
American and British firms which tend- 
ered. There are about 36,000 tons of 
rails in the order, about half going to 
each company. The rails from Sydney 
will be laid on the National Transconti 
nental to the east and west of Quebec 
and the rails froin the Soo wil) be laid 
onthe Superior Junction-Winnipeg sec- 
tion of the road.

Huge Structure Collapsed’ Without 


Cause Can Be Assigned—Goverment Inquiry 
Will Be Held» Immediately. 


Quebec, Aug. 30.—Further details are 
now available regarding the bridge col- 
lapse last night, and show that the dis- 
aster is fully as bad as was first reported, 

A careful estimate places the loss of 


| life at 84. 


The bridge fell at exactly 23 minutes 
to 6, last evening, just as many of the 
workmen were preparing to leave. The 
accident was so terrible in its effective- 
ness in wiping out the lives of the men 


|employed, that very little is known as 


to the cause of the disaster. 
Of the 92 men working on the bridge, 
eight so far have been recovered. Of 


| the other 84, sixteen have been taken 


from the water dead, and it is feared 
that the majority of the others have 
been either drowned or crushed by the 
falling girders. 

The horror of the situation is increased 
by the fact that there were a number of 
wounded pinned under the wreckage 
near the shore. Their groans and 
shrieks could be plainly heard by the 
crowd who had gathered at the water’s 
edge, but nothing could so far be done 
to rescue them or relieve their sufferings. 
There were no searchlights available, 
and by the feeble light of lanterns it was 
impossible to even locate some of the 
sufferers. A 

It was about six when the first news 
reached Quebec. No one believed it, 
and it was almost an hour before con- 
firmation came. Nothing is known of 
the cause of the disaster. 

Work was going on as usual, the men 
being employed in placinj! immense 
girders in position. For this work # 
track had been laid on the bridge, and 
an engine with freight cars and several 


unable to tell exactly how it happened. 
Those on shore say that the north end 
of the arch bent down a little and a 
moment later the whole enormous fabric 
began to stretch down slowly at first 
and with a great plunge which churned 
up the river and left only a blank where 
a moment before bad been the begin: 
ning of of the world’s greatest bridge. 

Ninety-two were working on the 
bridge when it collapsed, and of these 
eight were rescued alive immediately 
after the disaster by boats. The horror 
of the situation is increased by the fact 
that therea number of wounded men 
pinned in the wreckage near the shore. 

Their groans and shrieks can be 
plainly heard by the anxious crowd 
waiting at the water’s edge, but nothing 
so farcan be done to reseue them or 
relieve their sufferings. There are no 
searchlights and by the feeble lights of 
lanterns it is impossible to locate them. 
They are being left to their fate because 
nobody can help them though every- 
body is more than willing. 

There is scarcely a family in the vil- 
lages of St. Renmald and New Liverpool

The engine was seen to start out for 
the end of the bridge, and as it ap- 
proached the end the first premonition 
of the disaster was felt by the engineer. 
His engine continued to move. 

The outward end of the structure 
literally ducked a little, and a moment 
later collapsed. This much has been 
gathered from the engineer, who hada 
marvellous escape. He went down with 
his engine. \ How he escaped he does 
not know. He was picked up later by a 
boat and became unconscious. When 
he recovered his senses he knew but 
little beyond the fact that he felt the 
bridge going and knew he was falling. 
When he returned to.consciousness he 
was onshore. The rest of his crew are 
still in the river. ; 

At the moment of the collapse a 
locomotive and nine carloads of iron 
had gone upon the bridge. They went 
down with the wreck, It is suspected 
that some hidden defect had developed. 
The men killed were mostly Americans 
in the employ of the Phoenix Bridge Co. 
of Phoenixville, Pa. 

The survivors are so completely 
numbed by the disaster that they are

The men make a rush shoreward, but 
the distunce was too greatfor them to 
escape. 

The falling section of the bridge dragg- 
ed others after it, the snapping girders 
and cables booming like a crash of ar- 
tillery. Terror lent fleetness to the feet 
of the frightened workmen as they sped 
shorewards, but only a few of them 
reached safety before the last piece of 
ironwork on the south shore wasdragged 
into the river. 

Near the shore, the wreckage of the 
bridge did not go below the surface of 
the water, and the workmen whio re- 
mained above water were resened and 
taken to the hospi al at Levis. 

The steamer Cilenmount had just 
cleared the bridge when the first section 
went, The water throw up by the 
debris came clean over the bridge of the 
steamer. The captain at once lowered 
boats. The small boats plied back and 
forth over the sunken wreckage for half 
an hour, but there was no sign of life.

Among the officials of the Phoenix 
Bridge company killed were B. A. You- 
sell, general manager; Mr. Burke, chief 
engineer, who had walked out on the 
bridge just before collapsed, and two 
foremen, John Morley and Jim Idaho. 

Ulric Barthe, secretary of the comp- 
any, anda party of Montreal friends, 
had a close call. They had been in- 
specting the bridge, and had just left 
it when the collapse came. Many of 
the men killed were skilled mechanics 
brought from Pennsylvania by the con- 
tractors. ‘ 

The Quebec bridge was remarkable in 
that it was said to be the longest single 
span cantilever bridge in the world, the 
lengt& of-the span- in the centre being 
100 or 200 feet longer than the Firth of 
Forth bridge, at present the world’s 
largest single span bridge. 

There is no bridge across the St. 
Lawrence below Montreal. At Quebec 
all traffic had to be ferried across the 
river. The expense being consided 
necessary to enable the city to grow, a 
number of the leading citizens secured a 
charter from the Dominion government 
to build a bridge accross the St. Law- 
rence, 

A subsidy of a million dollars was se- 
cured from the Dominion government, 
and another $350,000 from the govern- 
ment of the province of Quebec, while 
the city of Quebec gave a grant of 
$300,000. In addition the promoters 
put up $65,000 of their own money. 

The contract was let for the erection 
of the stone work to M. P. Davis & Co, 
and for the iron work to the Phoenix 
Bridge Co. of Phoenixville, Pa. 

Work was begun in 1900. ‘The origi- 
nal estimate was in the neighborhood 
of $3,500,000, but this was speedily found 
to be too small. The company, finding 
itself in difficulties, and the government

A Survivor’s Story 

The escape of some of the men on the 
baidge at the time of the collapse was 
little short of miraculous. | 

Thomas W. Elwell was onthe huge} 
traveller which towered more than 200] 
feet over the floor of the bridge. From 
this height he fell as well as the 150 teet | 
from the floor of the bridge into the 
river below. Being up so high and the 
steel being so much heavier than him- 
self, the latter struck the water first. 
Elwell, who is an expert swimmer, went 
dowy.guite a distance and swallowed a 
soot deal of water, but) managed to get 
ashore some distance below the bridge 
site. He said that the bridge swayed a 
moment and then collapsed all at once. 
As he came to the surface, portions of 
human remains rose at the same time 
to go down again, while the bodies of 
others were seen for a moment bleeding 
from mouth and ears.

The two vacencies in the Cabinet of 
Sir. Wilfrid Laurier have, as announced 
in these columns some days since, been 
filled by Hon. Wm. Pugsley, of New 
B unswick, and Hon. Geo. P. Graham 
0 Brockville. 

Hon, Mr. Pugsley was for many years 
a Conservative, and had a close alliance 
with David Russell when the latter ar 
ranged the Blair conspiracy just prior to 
the last general election which caused a 
brief sensation, There isa general be- 
lief too, that his conduct of the Emmer 
son trial was not characterized by that 
unselfish devotion to client that should 
be the distinguishing merit of a great 
lawyer. 

There can be no doubt that Emmerson 
was badly advised when he rushed into 
court and his action is in marked con- 
trast to that of Hon. Clifford Sifton 
when he was similarly accused. 

The ex-Minister of the Interier has 
refused to either explain or complain 
with a consistency that is the admira- 
tion of his friends and foes alike. Em- 
merson has a strong following in New 
Brunswick and there is an under-cur- 
rentof rumor that indicates his deter- 
mination ‘to resent what he and bis 
friends consider cavalier treatment by 
the powers at Ottawa. Pugsley has un- 
doubted ability asa lawyer and as a 
Provincial politician his career has been 
marked by a kind of success, but that 
his entrance into the Cabinet will be a 
tower of strength to it remains to be 
proven, There is already there an ex- 
emplification of how weak a minister a 
great lawyer may make. 

Hon. Geo. P. Graham is also an un- 
tried man. In sheer desperation he 
was chosen by Hon. Gieo. W. Ross when 
the clamor of the people called for the 
removal of Hon. J. R. Stratton, Hon. E. 
J. Davies and Hon. J. M Gibson, and 
he would have been a bold man who 
would have asserted that Mr. Graham 
was the peer in ability of even the weak- 
est man of the three; and it was gener. 
ally conceded that his choice was due to 
political exigency in Ontario as it is 
now inthe Dominion, He was chosen 
leader of the Opposition because no 
other available man would accept it and 
in his career as leader he mas not ac- 
complished anything. He has not had 


the opportunity. We Helteve Mr. Gra 
ham will develop into a serviceable min- 


ister, but all this talk about his great 


{ability and the work accomplished as
